In  a  few  more  days,  we  will  have  ended 
another  scholastic  year.  This  has  been  in 
many  ways  a  remarkable  year  for  G.  S.  C. 
W.— a  surprising,  challenging,  delightful  year. 
It  has  been  predominantly  a  period  of  change. 
1  here  have  been  a  great  many  experiments, 
with  a  number  of  successes  and  some  failures. 
Like  any  other  year,  1933-34  has  had  its 
share  of  triumphs  and  of  disappointments. 

We  have  tried  a  number  of  innovations. 
Student  government,  for  example,  has  had  its 
beginning  in  the  work  of  Student  Council  this 
year.  In  the  administrative  line,  the  problem 
of  a  quarter  system  has  been  met  and  conquer¬ 
ed.
